Beyond this function, PSA has no 
area of authority or control over the 
exhibitions or their entrants. The 
one exception being, of course, our 
own PSA International Exhibition 
which is held annually with our in- 
ternational photographic confer- 
ence. 

All exhibitions are empowered by 
the standards to reject entries that 
do not conform to their entry condi- 
tions. But any such action is the sole 
responsibility and prerogative of the 
individual exhibition.

Each ad and a 
check to cover its cost should be 
mailed to the Advertising Manager, 
PSA Journal, 3000 United Founders 
Bivd., Suite 103, Oklahoma City, 
OK 73112. Checks should be made 
payable to either the ‘‘Photographic 
Society of America’? or ‘‘PSA.’’ 
Free ads will no longer be available 
for members. The Executive Com- 
mittee believed this change in policy 
would provide members with a 
greater variety of notices, as well as 
more income for the Society. The
